FOR 35 CENTS A WEEK

Employes' Club Formed.Food Is

Bought Wholesale.Cook Only
One Paid Wages.

Hot meals at a total cost of loss
han ti cents per person. This is how
»iit: young: woman by the organization
»f a luncheon club has solved the high
ost of eating. And these hot meals
ire served twice a day.
The young woman Is Miss Ruth H.
"odd, who confesses that she never had
,ny housekeeping experience before,
ier patrons are her fellow-workers at
he Public Library. It is a purely
o-operative plan, and Miss Todd
rankly admits that she had a strong
ersonal interest in starting it. She
ranted warm lunches herself, when
orced to work nights, and didn't want
o spend a large part of her salary to
;et them. She receives no compensaionfor her services as manager of
he club.
The luncheon club has now been in
peration for one month. Six luncheons
o each person are served, one on each
rorking day of the week, in two
hifts, one at noon and another to the
ight force after 6 o'clock. The cost is
f> cents per week for each person,
'here are now sixty members in the
lub, two-thirds of the working force
t" the library.
These lunches are served in a neat,
omelike dining room. This is part of
he library equipment. It seats about
hirty at a time. The kitchen is
quipped with a gas stove, sink with
mining water, refrigerator and a well
lied china closet. Gas for cooking
5 supplied by the library and one
harwoman is assigned to wash the
ishes.

Cook Gets Wages.
The services of the cook are paid for,

r> a week, out of the weekly assesslentof 35 cents each, on which the
Iub lias thus far been conducted.
The central library is open each week
ay, 9 a.m. to S p.m. The daily workighours are seven. The members of
he staff assigned to public depastlentswork in two shifts, part from
a.m. to 4:20 p.m., and part from 1:30

hree nights a week. The luncheon
eriod is a half hour only.
The need for a hot meal is most
ressing for those who work at night,
nd consequently are away from their
oines at the dinner hour; but pracoallyall members of staff thrive bel?ron a hot luncheon than on an
tvariable cold luncheon.
The-staff of the central library, inludingbindery employes and members
f the apprentice class 'unpaid), numersabout ninety.
The new plan is very advantageous
rom the point of view of health,
orrnerly the members of the staff
ither had to go out to restaurants and
ay for their luncheons more than they
duM afford, or to eat cold luncheons
rought from home, or if they tried
» cook luncheons for themselves on
ie one gas stove (and got in one anther'sway in doing so), nearly the
iitire half-hour luncheon period was
cmsumed In the cooking process, leav:gno time in which to eat. Now the

Have Capable Cook.
We were fortunate, in securing the

beans, rice and potatoes, we do not need
it every clay. Our aim is to serve these
simple articles of food in such quantitiesas to be sufficient, so that no extra
food need be brought by anybody."We buy the bread in large loaves, at
8 cents, a saving of 2 cents on the retailprice.
"This plan is essentially co-operative.Every member has a chance to voice

his opinions and preferences. All suggestionsare gladly received and, if at
all feasible, are put into operation. So
far we have managed to satisfy and
are able to supply a sufficient quantityfor each person with no additional
charge. We are expecting no great, advancein prices throughout the winter
and hope to maintain our programwithout difficulty.

Wages Higher and Hours Shorter \Then in Steel Industry. £Higher wages and shorter hours for S
those who work in the iron and steel )
mills prevailed in 1912 than in any

previousyear in the history of the
industry, according to a bulletin just jmade public by the bureau of labor '

statistics. There was a reduction of
hours of labor between 1907 and 1912 ^
in the blast furnace shops, and with
the exception of the plate mills each
of the other departments of the industryshows a reduction of hours between 1
1910 and 1912. "

In the establishments from which f
figures were obtained, the bulletin *

says, there was a marked reduction in
the proportion of employes eustoina- $
rily working seven days a week. This
was made possible, it is declared, by s

the custom adopted in many plants of r

making provision to lay off one day a
week each employe in the seven-dayoccupations.thus making a six-day
week for those employes.
